Home, July 15.-1:20 BJu.— Another 
remarkable rally in Pupe Leo"s condi- 
tion occurred yesterday uftornoon, after 
a morning in the course of which Mis 
•Holiness suffered spells of delirium, and 
at times his strength sunk to the lowest 
ebb, and now tonight he lies in no worse 
condition than he was on Wednesday 
evening, except for the steady diminu- 
tion of his strength. 

Mgr. Bisleti, master of the chamber, 
visited the sick room just after mid- 
night, and after emerging, stated that 
the Pontiff's condition was unchanged. 
A littlo later the Pope fell into a sleep, 
which has just been announced is fairly 
tranquil, although the patient's respira- 
tion is troublesome. 

Yesterday's rally was cbaracteristica* 
ly opposite. He persisted in getting out 
of the bed in which, two hours previous- 
ly tho Pope himself bad prepared for 
death. Xot satisfied with this exhibition 
of vitality, he transacted business and 
received four cardinals, with whom be 
'alked in an animated way. In fact, 
tPope Peo's record for yesterday, little 
of which, appeared in last nigbt's offi- 
cial bulletin, would bo incredible if it 
were not confirmed by the doctors and 
cardinals present in the sick chamber. 
.None seemed more perplexed than the | 
•doctors themselves. 'Dr. Lappoui said | 
frankly: "1 cannot imagine bow the 
Pope manages to keep alive." 

According to the physicians, the Pon- 1 
tiff may die at any moment, even in 
the midst of one of those extraordinary , 
intervals, when his mind and body pre- 
sent a comparatively sound appear- 
ance. All those around the Pope have 
long ceased to hold definite opinions re- 
garding the duration of the Pontiff's ex- 
istence. The slow but progressive de- 
miuution of strength of the august pa- 
tieut foretells the approaching end of 
tho struggle with death, but the doc- 
tors will not venture to predict how 
near the end he is. Constant relapses, 
they suy, such as created oJarin yester- 
day, are gradually wearing down the 
Pope's constitution, which 6eems im- 
mune from, any specific disease. More 
persons are inclined tu the idea that the 
Pope may go th rough perhaps two or 
three repetitions of yesterday's upa and 
downs till, us Dr. Kossoiiui puts it, "his 
pulse stni>s for ever." The causes may 
accelerate the cud, viz;, continued in- 
ubility to take nourishment, which wus 
exhibited today; sudden heart failure, 
or the progression of plcurie disease. 

The latter is thought the least proba- 
ble. As day succeeds day, it becomes 
clear Unit it is a case of a very old man 
dying because he has lived his allotted 
time. 

The Pope himself, yesterday after- 
noon, ordered the four cardinals to be 
admitted ami received tliein standing. 
He wus supposed to lie at the point of 
death, and said, "Please be seated." He 
theu received the benediction of the 
i-'ruueiscan order. The cardinals inform- 
ed him of the world-wide prayers for 
bis hie. Pope Leo answered that be 
was much gratified, but that he was 
readv for bis final departure, conclud- 
ing by saying, "God's will lie done. 

iMuch more striking was the Popes in- 
terview with his secretary, Mgr. Angel). 
His Holiness sent for him, saying lie 
wished to discuss a certain paper WlllC.i 
the secretary brought. Then, after a 
short explanation, Mgr. Angeh wished 
to know the Pope's decision on the mat- 
ter, but Pope Leo said: "Well, well, not 
today. We will attend to that sm- 
other time!" . 

A curious controversy is proceeding 
between the Vatican medical body, com- 
posed of 10 doctors of lesser importance 
than Dr. Lappoui, and several foreign 
physicians, over the embalming of Pope 
Leo's body. Several foreigners having 
offered processes of embalming, , each 
nifore wonderful than tho other, the 
iJapal doctors unearthed bulls giving the 
right to embalm the Pope solely to the 
Vatican medical body.

THE MOAT HOUSE 
MURDERER GAVE IN 



Acknowledged His Crime When 
He Was on the Scaffold 
Yesterday. 



London, July 14. — Samuel Herbert 
Dougal, the perpetrator of the Moat 
House murder, who was convicted at 
th'e Chelmsford assizes June U.'lrd, for 
the killing of Miss Camille Creile Hol- 
land, at Saffronwadeu, Essex, and sen- 
tenced to death, was hanged at Chelms- 
ford jail at 8 o'clock this morning, after 
making a full confession of his crime. 

The Moat House murder, as it was 
known, was committed over four years 
ago, and hope of solving the mystery 
hud almost been given up, when the 
laxly of the victim. Miss Holland, was 
found last April buried in the Moat 
'House grounds. Miss Holland was the 
owner of the Moat House about four 
years ago. Dougal, who was supposed 
to be her husband, but who it was dis- 
covered subsequently had never been 
married to her, made his appearance 
there, and Miss Dougal, supposed to be 
his sister, took up her home on the 
place. Miss Holland then disappeared 
suddenly, and Dougal sued the woman, 
supposed to be his sister, but who really 
was his wife, for divorce. 

This aroused suspicion, and lead to an 
investigation. Dougal was arrested fur 
cashing a check purporting to have been 
signed by Miss Holland, and while he 
was in custody the body of Mjss Hol- 
land, for which a thorough but unsuc- 
cessful search had been made, was found 
by a laborer in an old ditch which bad 
been planted over with shrubs nearly 
four years previous. The laborer struck 
his fork into a hard substance which 
proved to be 11 woman's shoe, containing 
a woman's foot. Then 'Miss Holland's 
body was found lying face downward. 
An examination showed that the head 
had been pierced by a bullet, which was 
found in the skull. Dougal was suspect- 
ihI of having made away with at least 
five wives.

The Lobdell girl went to 
her home, but her mother was not there 
and returning the-Cole girl was scream- 
ing for hell). The negro was captured 
on the railroad track near Coxsackie. 
lie confessed to the assault and was 
locked up. A mob of lot) enraged farm- 
ers started for Coxsackie, augmeutcd by 
a largo number of striking Coxsackie 
moulders and rivet men, all frankly stat- 
ing their intention to lynch Little. De- 
puty Sheriff Sumner Vaulorne smug- 
gled the negro out aud took him down 
the river to Catsill, where there is a well 
built jail.

Ottawa, July 14.— It is understood 
that several department matters is oc- 
cupying th,. attention of the British Co- 
lumbia delegation who will probably 
leave Wttawa for home about the end 
of the week. 

In both Houses today official an- 
nouncement was made of Mr. Blair's 
resignation, and that it had been ac- 
cepted. Official explanations are prom- 
ised for Thursday. In the meantime 
there is a great struggle for the vacancy. 

'Messrs. Wilson and Green had an in- 
terview today with Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
and Hon. Messrs. Pref ontaiue, Fisher 
and Tcmplemau. Hon. Mr. Wilson 
took up the question of financial rela- 
tions between the Dominion and Prov- 
ince, repeating the argument which had 
previously been advanced by D. M. 
Fberts. He also pressed for a Domin- 
ion subsidy for New Westminster 
bridge. These were the principal sub- 
jects discussed. The interview, how- 
ever, was private. 

An interestin rumor current to- 
night assigns Mr. Sifton to the Railway 
Department, and Mr. Templemnn to 
the Interior, Mr. Emmeraon going in 
as minister without portfolio. New 
Brunswick members are kicking greatly 
over this arrangement, but Western 
men are strong for Senator Tempftmian, 
who, it is conceded, has earned his pre- 
ferments. Reports were also in circula- 
tion round the lobbies, that Hon. Mr. 
Fielding is greatly dissatisfied with the 
decision of his colleagues, but he was 
doing business at the parliamentary 
stand all day. 

Victoria, Vancouver and Westminster 
were represented by proxy ut the muni- 
cipal delegation which waited upon the- 
ministers to protest against the en- 
croachment on municipal rights. 

Dr. Borden told Mr. Bell that a short 
time ago Joseph Chamberlain had inti- 
mated that as a militia Dili was being 
put through the Canadian House, he 
would like the Minister of Militia «to go- 
to Kiiglnnd at the close of the session 
and discuss the matter with him (Cham- 
berlain) and the Secretary of State for 
War.

It is estimated that the loss will 
amount to $10,000 on the round house 
and engines. Each stall is valued at 
$1,200, and the expenditure necessary 
for repairr, on the two locomotives will 
probably run Into a couple of thousand 
dollars.

The Syndicate 
du Lyonaise, operating on Dominion, has 
one en route, and the Klondike Con- 
solidated Gold-fields Company, Limited, 
received one and cook it to lower Bon- 
anza this week. Each drill is mounted 
on traction carriages, the entire outlit 
weighing from six to eight tons. 

Huge pumps aud boilers brought to 
the camp this season average heavier 
than the similar equipment of previous 
years. The heaviest pieces of machinery 
brought to this camp prior to this year 
never ran more than from nine to ten 
tons, and they were for the electric 
power company, aud not for mining. 
This season pieces liave been lauded 
here for the E. E. Andrews. Company, 
on Cheechaco hill, weighing 13 tous 
each. Consigned to the same concern 
are numerous pieces of lesser weight. 
Alexander McDonald is bringing iu 
some machinery for pumping purposes, 
inoludiug pieces almost, if not quite, as 
lioa-vy as those being imported by the 
Andrews syndicate. 

One of tiie most significant features in 
connection with the importations is that 
they are not mado for any oue locality 
in particuihir, but for all portions of 
the Klondike proper, and for many 
parts of the Yukon basin not strictly 
within the bounds of the Klondike 
camp. . 

The Keystone drills will tie used on 
the iStewurt river, as well as iu thils 
camp proper. Andrews' heavy machin- 
ery is for Bonanza creek; the quarter of 
a million dollar plant brought in the 
last . thing last season has been taken to 
Last Chance creek; the Brenner equip- 
ment of steam shovels and hydraulic 
apparatus goes- to Hunker creek; the 
Taylor steam shovel will likely be used 
on the Indian river side or up the Stew- 
art or on. lower Bonanza; Fassheuder & 
May have installed a heavy hydraulic 
plant on Bonanza; the North American 
Transportation & Trading Company is 
installing a hydraulic plant on Miller 
creek; Charley Lamb and Billy Leake 
are installing a big plant in the old Cir- 
cle diggings; the Anglo-Klondike Syn- 
dicate is operating a big hydraulic plant 
on Bonanza; Dougherty & Stiles have a 
steam shovel on lower Bonanza, and an- 
otliur company has one of these ready 
to operate and is contemplating the in- 
stallation of others.

the steamer Lyra, of the Boston Steam 
ship Company, from Yokohama and the 
ports of the Far East— including Vludi- 
vostock, TaUu and Tientsin on this voy- 
age— the political aciuospihore of Japan 
was thick with rumors of itnpeudiug war 
when the steamer sailed from Yokohama 
on June 25th. The abrupt arrival and 
departure of General Kuropatkin at 
'Yokohama, whence he left for Port 
'Arthur on Juno 25th on the big tive- 
fuuneled Russian warship Askold, there- 
by considerably curtailing the announced 
Iterm of mis stay, added to the rumor. 
There was also a strong demonstrative 
feeling against Russia on all sides when 
the steamer loft. 

The immediate cause of the angry 
sentiment is a succession of reports of 
Chinese diplomatic intrigue with ltussia 
at l'ekin and continued Lillian en- 
croachment upon Korea. t)n the 17th 

it was reported fi 1 l'ekin that 

Prince Chiug, while professing to be ill, 
'was negotiating with the Russian minis- 
ter, through Lien Fang, vice-minister of 
foreign affairs, who acted as interpreter 
at the first conference between the j 
I'Kncc and Minister Lcssar on [the Kith. 

On the lUth it was wired that Mr. I 
1'eliida. Japanese minister a; l'ekin. the 
da.i before tiled a formal demand on the 1 
Chinese authorities lo upen Koukden I 
and Tn it img-kou to foreign trade, audi 
exhorted them not to accept even one] 
article of the new Russian demands. 
As ti. the opening of the ports ill ques- 
tion, the Chinese authorities roplied that 
the circumstances wore not favorable for 
compliance. The Etritisli dlmrge d'af- 
faires, .Mr. Towuley, was reported! to 
have taken the same stand as Japan. 
'P!ie I'nited Siiiles demands the opening 
of Harbin, iu addition to the other two 
phees. In this connection negotiations 
are going on between Secretary Hay 
and the Chinese ambassador in Wash- 
ington. | 
This reply to Japan's demand created 
n movement in government circles. 
There had been an extraordinary cabinet 
meeting on the ISth. at which Admiral 
Baron Yauiomoto, minister of the navy, 
who has been testing the war elliciency 
*>f nil the Japanese naval ports, was 
•present, ami it was rumored that the 
Cabinet was unanimous for a "positive 
'policy" having for its object the cheek- 
ing of ltussia, by an appeal to arms if 
'necessary. It was not known, how- 
'ever, how the Elder Statesmen (Genro), 
'an I'X-oflleio .political power in Japan, 
'regarded the matter, nor whether the 
(policy intimated China or ltussia as the 
'possible object of direct attack. This 
laMer problem is not yet known, but 
'extraordinary steps were taken to nseer- 
'tnin the sentiment of the Elder States- 
men. 

' On June 23 a conference of these 
'veterans was called before the throne. 
'Marquis I to, Field Marshal Marquis 
'Yninaguta, Field Marshal Marquis 
'Oyiiima, Count Matsukatn, were present, 
'and the premier and ministers of war, 
'navy anil foreign affairs joined them. 
The grave political situation was dis- 
cussed at length. While it was not 
'learned what occurred, Japanese papers 
'point to the conference as showing the 
increased gnrvity of the situation. Mar- 
'quis Ito and Count Inouye are known 
'to oppose drastic measures, but the 
'ministers of the government and Mnr- 
'< 1 1 1 i s Yaniagata and Count Matsukatn 
-favor the cirhinet's »tnnd. At a second 
■conference, held on Jane 24, it was said 
'that Marquis Ito had come to agree in 
•general with Che cabinet's views for a 
"positive policy." 

' The compelling cause of these extra- 
'ordinary conferences was tbo aunounce- 
iiiL'iit from l'ekin early on the 23rd of 
'June that a secret convention had been 
'concluded between the Russian minister 
'aiiii 1'rinci t'hing' and signed on the 
tJOth. Ii was said that when the Jnpan- 
'ese minister interrogated Prince ChinfT 
■<'ii June 22ml, the l'rince tlntly denied 
"the existence of any secret agreement 
with ltussia. Later it was announced 
'that the agreement, containing four 
(articles, bad been forwarded to St. 
'I'etersburg for imperial sanction, where- 
Uipou it would mi into immediate effect. 
The belief is that the convention exists, 
hut thai it was concluded between the 
'Russia n minister and llie Chinese vice- 
•miiiister. mi that l'rince Ching will be 
able to disclaim any ollicial knowledge 
•of its existence. In this connection it 
was slated that Prince Oiling informed 
Mr. Town lev, British charge d'affaires 
ai l'ekin. Hint be hail not seen M. 
Lessar. bin that Vice-Minister Lien 
'Feng had been conferring with the Rus- 
sian minister and an agreement wholly 
satisfactory to the powers concerned 
would be eojielltdeil shortly. 

Viceroys Chang Chih Tung and Yuan 
iShih Kni .are reported to concur with 
Prince Ching in objecting to the open- 
ing of Miinehnriu proposed by Great 
Britain, the 1'nited States and Japan, 
and have memorialized the throne to 
Mint effect. 

• Much comment has been caused in 
Japan by tflie premature departure of 
General Kuropatkin, Russian minister 
of war. He had obtained leave to 
'spend two weeks .traveling incog in 
'Jaipnn, hut after one day spent at the 
Osaka exhibition he returned to Yoko- 
hjLina and bonrded the Askold for Port 
iArthur. While at Kyoto he forwarded 
lengthy telegraphic despatches in cipher, 
one of which contained ovej- .(00 words. 
1 In connection with his Vis! c, a sensa- 
tion was created by the publication in 
itbe JSirdku, a paper which is discredited 
in many quarters as unscrupulous, of 
the text of an alleged secret convention 
■between Russia and Japau. The paper 
said that while the entente might be 
officially denied, time would show that 
it would be liorne out by events. Tbo 
alleged convontion is, however, not re- 
garded seriously. Its terms agree that 
ltussia .shall withdraw from Shingking 
and 'Chilili, provinces of Manchuria, but 
shall retain a police force to protect the 
'railway; that Russia will open Feng- 
lien, Yinkou and Tuituugkou to trade; 
allow of Japanese consulates being 
established; protect Japanese travelers; 
recognize Japan's influence iu Korea, 
and allow of a Japanese adviser being 
'appointed for Korea. 
' -Russia still laaigtuitvo its grasp of the 
tiniher-cnttiiig privileges, etc., on the 
Yalu, nnd has sent a formal note to the 
'Korean government, maintaining rights 
there. The Russian representative at 
'Seoul has communicated to the Korean 
'authorities that as the Russians at 
Yong Am-pho are being treated indiffer- 
ently by local Kor-enn ofllcinls, the rela- 
tions of the two eowntries may he Im- 
paired unless Korea instruct* its people 
to offer special protection to the Rus- 
simis. The Japan-China company is 
lioisting Japanese Hags on its rafts, and 
'friction has ocenrred between the Rus- 
sians and Japanese over the ownership 
of some rnfts. A neerotary of the 
Korean foreign office nnd Biitoii Gun- 
burg, Russian consul at Chemulpo, have 
'gone to the Ynlu in consequence.

"So great is the drouth Ju the districts 
about Tientsin and Pekln. tluit the fields 
look almost us If they had been burned 
over. The failure of crops over the dis- 
trict Is almost absolute, and famine stares 
the people In the face. Famine added not 
a little to the spread of the recent Boxer 
rebellion, and au uprising tn this district 
seems most probable. Tho papers of the 
hlg cities there give accounts of prayer 
days being called by the prince and prin- 
cesses to bo devoted by all the people to 
prayers to the gods for rain, yet no rain 
comes, and the crop Is already lost. The 
rumors of an Impending rebellion are less- 
ening the tourist travel between Tientsin 
and Pekln. and the government are tak- 
ing cognizance of the situation. The vari 
ous governments have small guard p<>sts 
idong the line of the Imperial railroad and 
In the district about Taku and Tientsin, 
and under the guise of relieving the garri- 
sons, small detachments of marines are 
being continually landed and added to the 
forces In preparation for another outbreak. 

"From my observation. Cods danger la 
much more Imminent ttisn that of a waT 
between Russia and Japan, though the 
press reports lay greater stress on the lat- 
ter probability. There seems to lie more 
of a friendly feeling between the Russians 
and the Japs than Is supposed. In Rus 
sin n Manchuria, there Is bat little talk of 
n.ir, and the people there think such 
thing Is Improbable. While our ship was 
In tho Manohurlan ports the Russian min- 
ister of nuance, and the minister of war. 
were Wicre, and they made a trip to Japan, 
:i0d were entertained bv the Jnpanese Bm- 
peror, and visited several of the principal 
norts of the Island. There seems to be 
little likelihood of the United States. Eng- 
land and tihe other powers entering Into a 
war nlllnnce with Japan, and that nation 
alone could scarcely afford to tuekSe the 
light single Jianded.

' Following is the Kootenay Mail's re- 
port of the speech delivered by Hon. 
Richard McBride, the Premier, at un 
enthusiastic political meeting held at 
Uevelstoke on Thursday evening last. 
' After his introductory remarks, he re- 
viewed the struggle over the Canadiuu 
Northern, through which the people saw 
they must have party lines. He had 
always been a firm believer iu party 
lines iu order to obtain settled condi- 
tions, ft was not until the groat fight 
of 1890 tliis province was ibrought to 
recognize party lines. Both Liberal and 
Conservative conventions had now en- 
dorsed party line3. 

He condemned the Canadian Northern 
scheme, by which it was proposed to 
give away millions of acres of land and 
millions of dollars without the authority 
of the people. If such a policy hail 
been attempted in tit© general elections 
of 1900 most undoubtedly the party ut- 
tetnpting such would have gone down 
to defeat. They know what a monopoly 
'he C. P. R. enjoyed, and it was a mat- 
ter of much favor to get any considera- 
tion at their hands. If the Canadian 
Xorthen bill had passed it would have 
meant the whole Northern portion of 
British Columbia beinu handed over to 
Mackenzie & Mann — timber, water, coal, 
everything practically. » 

i When called upon to form a govern- 
ment he had no other course hut to 
call Oil his Conservative friends, and 
in future the responsobility of the gov- 
ernment would be on two' great parties 
of which any country might well be 
proud. (Cheers). As a result they would 
see it return of confidence and the 
march of progress such as had never 
been known. In the preparation of the 
voters lists he hail given us much con- 
sideration to the recognition of Liberals 
as Conservatives, and if victory should 
come to tlie Conservatives even the Lib- 
erals would be satisfied. It would Jead 
lo more progressive times. (Cheers). 
Those who did uot set- eye to eye with 
either party, independents and Socialists 
would be given every consideration. 
There was absolutely on nuestion so 
far as he could see as to the outcome 
of this fight. The Conservative party 
should win by two to one. They should 
see to it that every man capable of -ex- 
ercising the franchise was on tho voters 
list.

In. this connection they 
quote iPekin correspondence in connec- 
tion with the Auglc-Jnpiiueso protests 
to 'Prince Citing, to the effect thut when 
M, 'Lessar was informed by the Chinese 
chancellor of the protests, ho told Prince 
Oiling to be at his ease, as Russia was 
fully prepared to meet the combined 
movements of Britain and Japan. As 
a result, Prince 'Cuing refused to deal 
with tlio Anglo-Japanese protests. This 
resulted in excitement throughout Jap- 
an, and conference's of the cabinet, elder 
statesmen and the throne followed, nt 
Which, according to vernacular .Japan- 
ese, papers, the situation was discussed, 
and, the newspapers aver, a decision 
was reached to adopt resolute measures, 
and, it necessary, attempt to oust Rus- 
sia from Manchuria by force of arms.

Kercheimer Is 
Now on 



Evidence For the Crown to Be 
Continued at Session .This 
Morning. 



Case May Be Adjourned Owing 
to Absence of Material 
Witness. 



After a lengthy' confinement at the. 
provincial jail, Uustav Kercheimer was 
brought up for speedy trial yesterday 
morning before Mr. Justice Drake on. 
the charge of having received stolen 
goods during the mouths of Ootober, No- 
vember and December, 1002, the goods 
stolen being from Turner' Beeton & 
Co., Kercheimer having been arrested 
last December on the charge on which 
ho is now being tried. 

George E. Powell and J. P. Walls 
are representing the accused, Deputy 
Attorney-General McLean appearing for 
the Crown. 

Deputy Attouey-Genernl McLean in 
opening the case, stated t hat the charge 
had been amended, the prisoner now be- 
ing indicted under ten distinct counts, 
each of them being in respect to receiv- 
ing goods knowing them to bo stolen. 
Mr. McLean described the manner in 
which the accused carried on his busi- 
ness, which was to buy up odds and ends 
from wholesale houses. It was not his 
practice to deal iu staple goods such as 
blankets and denim, which were em- 
braced among the merchandise alleged, 
to have been received by nlm as stolen 
goods. The Deputy Attorney-General 
then detailed the suspicious circum- 
stances in connection with the case.
